Thoso are 
tho only places, tbat aro iu telegraphic com- 
munieation with Now Orloans, tho wires being 
down in every direction, and great losses 
aro feared froiu'.tho interior.

MUKKY CLOUDS, 


wliich rapidly rolled up, getting blacker as they 
advanced on the sky, aud a moaning and sigh- 
ing came with thorn. Suddenly tho black pall 
seemed to fall from tho heavens, aud the light- 
ning rolled across tha clouds. Darkness sot- 
tied down upon tho town, and it looked as if 
tho last day had come, ilaay people in Beau- 
roga'rd saw tho black wind coming, for its roar- 
ing and moaning had brought them to tho 
doors of thoir houaos and stores. Those peo- 
ple describe it us like a black smoko iUlod with 
fiwno rolling along the earth, while high above 
it wore tossed trees and plants aud bricks. The 
smoko seemed to do little harm, but iu tho 
vortex which was behind it everything wont 
down.

A deluge followed tho blow. Tho rain camo 


down in shoots, and the ditches and- gutters 
became raging rivers. Tho mayor unites that 
when ho camo to himself ho actually feared, 
that ho and liis family would bo drowned. Iho 
darkness of tho night followed-thu darkness of 
tho utorm so closely that it was -impossible to 
realize tho terriblo destruction, but tlio morn- 
ing sun lay bare a scone of ftosolatiou, with 
every houso, savo tlireo, swept away and 
nothing but splinters left behind. Evna bo- 
yond tho town where stood a Heavy pine for- 
est tho trees had boon felled and carried away 
in tho path of tbo cyclone. Martin- Moodv, a 
prominent merchant, was fcwud close.-by. a
